State tax revenues 
did not reach the 
level expected by 
California legislators.

A possible ‘trigger cut,’ based on 
faltering California tax revenue, is ex- 
pected to have little affect on the Cal 
state Long Beach’s spring semester. 

According to Mary Stephens, vice 
president of administration and _ fi- 
nance, the California State University 
system would take a $100 million cut 
and CSULB would share about $7.7 
million of that cut. 

Ted Kadowaki, assistant vice presi- 
dent for university services, said that 
the cut will happen if state revenues 
don’t reach a certain level. 

According to Stephens, the revenue 
that the state needs in order for the cut 
not to take place comes from taxes. She 
said that state revenue has been low and 
that the university is expecting the cut. 

The Resource Planning Process Task 
Force is a committee of employees at 
CSULB who volunteer to make recom- 
mendations to the university president 
based on the governors’ budget and 


. other budget cuts to the campus. 


Stephens said the RPP does more of 
its work in‘the spring but it has already 
met twice this fall about the prospec- 
tive cut. 

According to Kadowaki, it doesn’t 
take any extra funds to pay for the RPP 
because it consists of a committee of 
employees who volunteer and make 
advisory recommendations to the uni- 
versity president. The president usu- 
ally follows these recommendations 
closely, he said. ; 

Kadowaki also said that RPP aims 
to determine how the budget will im- 
pact the campus.

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BofA scraps plans for debit card fees 


The bank announced 
it will not impose a 
planned $5 monthly 
debit card fee.

Bank of America announced on 
Tuesday that they would abandon a plan 
to charge customers a $5 fee to use their 
debit cards. , 

“We have listened to our custom- 
ers very closely over the last few 
weeks and recognize their concern 
with our proposed debit usage fee,” 
said David Darnell, co-chief operat- 
ing officer in a press release. “Our 


customers’ voices are most impor- 
tant to us. As a result, we are not 
currently charging the fee and will 
not be moving forward with any ad- 
ditional plans to do so.” 

Ben Levin, a senior political science 
major, said he was glad that the com- 
pany canceled the plan. 

“Ethically, the plan was discrimina- 
tion on people with less money,” Levin 
said. “It didn’t make’ sense when I heard 
the news. The bank cares for people 
who have more.” 

On Sep. 30, Bank of America 
shocked its customers by announcing 


that they would charge many debit card . 


users 4 $5 monthly fee. 

The company’s stock price fell and 
even President Obama criticized the 
move. 

The way to avoid the fee was to 
keep a monthly balance minimum of 


$20,000, have a mortgage from Bank ° 


of America or brokerage accounts with 


Merrill Lynch. 

After the announcement of the fees, 
one outraged customer, 22-year-old 
Molly Katchpole in Washington, D.C., 
started. a petition on change.org that 
raised 300,000 petitioners in approxi- 
mately one month. 

“They should’ve responded more 
to the people with less money,” Levin 
said. “Or, if the bank charged the fees 
for everyone, I think people would have 
been less mad.” 

Young Cho, a junior marketing*ma- 


jor, said the bank has made a huge mis- : 


take that alienated its customers. 

“They did not care about their cus- 
tomers,” Cho said. “I was one of the 
mad customers, I was even thinking of 
canceling the account.” 

Other banks like JPMorgan ended 
testing a fee of $15 for basic checking 
accounts and $3 for debit cards and 
Wells Fargo and several others also 
scrapped the fee plans.

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budget has been negative. 

“It’s very important,” said David 
Dowell, vice provost and director of 
strategic planning. “It’s a fairly integral 
part of our budget-planning cycle.” 

Stephens said the RPP didn’t have 


any recommendations because they 
agreed with the university’s plan to not 
cut anything and use reserves to pay for 
the fall semester. 

Stephens said that they are assuming 
at the moment that the ‘trigger cut’ will 
be a one-time cut. 

“We read, digest and try to under- 
stand the governor’s budget as best we 
can,” Kadowaki said about the RPP. 

Dowell said that the RPP has been in 


place for more than 20 years and is a 
widely copied model by many schools, 
including Cal State Fresno. 


Cal State Fresno’s task force 
A new task force at Cal State Fresno 
has proposed drastic cuts because its di- 


vision of Academic Affairs has lost $1.7 . 


to $2 million. 
According to Dennis Nef, co-chair 
for the academic affairs budget advi- 


sory task force, the task force has rec- 
ommended changes to organizational 
structure, aggressive enrollment man- 
agement, changing the way they allo- 
cate funds and more self support pro- 
grams in order to save money. 
According to The Business Journal, 
the task force has also recommended 
that $250,000 to $300,000 could be 
saved if the number of schools and col- 
leges were cut down to six or seven. 


Nef said that during the next three 
weeks Provost William Covino will be 
meeting with the schools, colleges and 
staff to get responses to the taks force’s 
recommendations. Recommendations 
will be modified based on the feedback 

In January, Covino will meet with 
the Task Force and in March Covino 
will make decisions based on the rec- 
ommendations and feedback provided 
to him, Nef said. 
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California's bullet train to 
cost more than expected 


The proposed $98.5 
billion line will run 
from San Francisco to 
Anaheim.

California’s bullet train will cost ap- 
proximately $98.5 billion, more than 
double the initial estimated price of $34 
billion, and will take nearly 13 years to 
build. 

Construction is scheduled to start 
some time in 2012, with its projected 
completion date in 2033. 

The California bullet train would run 
from Northern to Southern California, 
stopping at cities such as San Francisco, 
San Jose, Fresno, Bakersfield, Los An- 
geles and Anaheim. 

When proposed on the California 
state ballot in 2008, voters selected to 
build the train, but faced a possible raise 
in taxes in order to pay for the fees. 


Funding for the 220 mph trains has © 


been an ongoing battle. The rail project 
depends on Congress to provide much 
of the funding. If the state decides to 
not go along with the proposed rail sys- 
tem, California may need to invest $171 
billion in new highways and airport

facilities to accommodate alternative 
means of transportation for travelers. 

With the state’s growing population, 
many consider the high-speed rail to be 
a necessity for the state’s competition 
for alternative transportation. 

Goy. Jerry Brown and the Legisla- 
ture will start discussing whether there 
will be enough funds to start construc- 
tion next year. 

It is predicted that the California bul- 
let train will be a success for the state 
once officially in operation. It will cre- 
ate an estimated 1 million jobs, along 
with its expected revenue. By 2040, the 
operating profit is projected to range 
between $2.3 billion and $3.7 billion, 
depending on the amount of riders. 

Cal State Long Beach international 
studies major Katarina Eleby said, “I 
think the California taxpayers should 
only pay what was agreed to pay from 
the 2008 election. The rest of the fund- 
ing should come from either the state or 
the federal government, which is look- 
ing highly unlikely at the moment.” 

Ticket charges have been predicted 
for the California bullet. A one-way 
fare from Los Angeles to San Fran- 
cisco is calculated to cost between $53 
and $123, according to the Los Angeles 
Times. 

Brown has been in support of. the 
bullet train. 

“California’s high-speed rail project 
will create hundreds of thousands of 
jobs,” he said. 


Occupy 
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Science Student Association — 
decided it wouldn’t be a bad idea 
to bring the “99 percent” to their 
campus. 

“We need to inform students that 
they have the power to change this,” 
said Timothy Maurer, an Occupy 
CSULB organizer and senior com- 
munications major, referring to stu- 
dent debt and the current job market. 

“It’s our future, we’re inheriting 
this country,” he added. 

Maurer believes in a “separation 
of business and state,” but organiz- 
ers are quick to say that their politi- 
cal beliefs don’t necessarily charac- 
terize others in the group. 

Donnie Bessom, a CSULB po- 
litical science graduate assistant 
and Occupy CSULB organizer, 
contrasted the need for a unified 
message with the movement’s goal 
of giving all participants a voice. 

He explained that, although the 
Occupy movement needs a unified 
message, it couldn’t have this at the 
expense of other voices. 

Bessom also spoke to Haas’ 
POSC 100 class about the impor- 
tance of political activism. 

“We, the 99 percent, want to tax the 
1. percent to fund education,” he told a 
group of about 50 students. 

The group’s organizers hoped 
more classes would participate in 
the “teach-in,” but thought Occupy 
CSULB’s inaugural event was a “tre- 
mendous success” anyway. 

“T’ve been waiting 10 years for 
people to get mad enough to do some-

students to participate in faculty pick- 
eting. 

Indeed, the group’s organizers 
highlighted the importance of the 
CFA’s involvement, 

“They have great organization [and] 
great energy,” Maurer said, explaining 
that the union’s goals didn’t differ very 
much from Occupy CSULB. 
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The Occupy Wall Street protests have been going 
on for just under two months now, and an end does 
not seem to be approaching any time soon. 

The movement is intended to decry the lopsided 
distribution of wealth in the United States right 
now, but it seems the 
protesters are only being 
a contradicting their own 
cause. 

In New York, Wall St.’s Milk Street Café owner 
Marc Epstein — a once prosperous café and cater- 
ing service — was forced to fire 21 employees as a 
result of a 30 percent business plummet due to the 
Occupy Wall Street movement. What sort of point 
about the economy can the movement prove when 
it’s putting small businesses out of work. 

Shamil Cepeda — one of the employees who was 
laid off from Milk Street Café — told the New York 
Post, “If [the protesters] would just go get a real job, 
helping real people, that would help a lot more than 
just taking up space and shouting at people and 
putting others they claim to care for out of work,” 
she declared. 

New: York City mayor Michael Bloomberg was - 
also quoted in the New York Post.about the real 
culprit behind our nation’s economic downfall: “It’s 
not the banks that created the mortgage crisis. It 
was, plain and simple, Congress who forced every- 
body to go and give mortgages to people who were 
on the cusp.” Bloomberg continued, “They were the 
ones that pushed the banks to loan to everybody, 
and now we want to go vilify the banks because ... 
It’s easy to blame them.” 

Both Cepeda and Bloomberg’s statements were 
right on the dot: First-of all, by “occupying” cities, 
protesters are not doing anything but showing that 
they’re upset about the way things are right now — 
that’s it.

Issues like abortion are more con- 
troversial than preventive care and 
should be no matter of debate. For a 
country that continues to claim its 
place as the world’s powerhouse, 
we have the world’s most 
expensive healthcare 
system and some of the 
world’s worst health 


Even before women were given the right to 
vote, they had been struggling to prove them- 

- selves as equals, rather than a mere stereotype. 
This inequality applies to women’s health. 

President Barack Obama has shown his sup- 
port and concern for women’s health through 
his healthcare overhaul. Though Obama’s idea 
to include coverage for abortion as part of the 
administrations family planning techniques was 
shut down, coverage for contraception has not 
been terminated. 

Obama’s new healthcare law includes family 
planning as a requirement, making pregnancy 
prevention a priority. What exactly the preven- 
tive care entails has not been solidified, but many 
fingers point to contraceptives for women since 
abortion was abolished. If the president’s health- 
care overhaul succeeds in making contraceptives 
like birth control free for women, it could prove 
itself to be nearly as historic as when the pill was 
first introduced about fifty years ago.

‘Office’ 
star’s book 
humorous, 


insightful 


Mindy Kaling’s book 
offers insight to her 
life and the TV world.

Mindy Kaling’s, star and writer of the 
hit TV show, “The Office” first book, 
“Ts Everyone Hanging Out Without Me 
(And Other Concerns)” is a delightfully 
funny blend of autobiography. 

The book, released on Nov. 1, chron- 
icles her life events, such as her youth 
and stardom, as well as life lessons 
about friends and why men take so long 
to put on their shoes. 

While Kaling is wearing pink on the 
cover, this is not exclusively a book for 
women. It is for anyone who wishes Ka- 
ling’s character on “The Office,” Kelly 
Kapoor, got more than her usual handful 
of lines each episode. That being said, 
fans of “The Office” will love this book. 

Readers learn interesting tidbits of 

information, like that Kaling got her 
start by performing in a two-woman 
show with her best friend about the 
friendship of Ben Affleck and Matt 
Damon. And for anyone who really 
wanted to know, Kaling assures readers 
that Steve Carell is extremely nice. She 
notes that John Krasinski is as cool as 
his character, Jim, and Rainn Wilson is 
a much worse egomaniac than his char- 
acter, Dwight. 

Kaling sort of feels like a spastic, yet 
loveable best friend through sections of 
the book like “Best Friend Rights and 
Responsibilities” — ranging from “I 
will take care of your kid if you die” to 
“I will try to like your boyfriend five 
times” — or “Men and Boys,” which 
says that men own alarm clocks and 
boys let your parents pay for dinner. 

At 219 pages, this book is a short and 
easy read, which Kaling admits. 

She said, “This book will take you 
two days to read... If you’re reading 
this book every night for months, some- 
thing is not right.” 
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Readers who expect “Is Everyone 
Hanging Out Without Me (And Other 
Concerns)” to have a David Sedaris- 
like style with a girly slant to it will 
be pleased. However, unlike Sedaris, 
Kaling’s book has some slow parts like 
when she takes a little too long to tell 
a story or goes on and on with some of 
her less interesting lists like “My Fa- 
vorite Eleven Moments in Comedy” — 
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but you’ll probably like that one more if 
you’re a huge comedy nerd. 

Kaling makes up for her slower mo- 
ments with stories like “Strict Instruc- 
tions for My Funeral,” where she ex- 
plicitly states that “No one may use this 
occasion to debut original music they 
wrote. I hate original music.”

The Long Beach State women’s vol- 
leyball team faces one task this week- 
end: clinch at least a share of the Big 
West Conference title by maintaining a 
30-year winning streak over rival Cal 
State Fullerton. 

The 49ers (16-6, 10-2 Big West) sit 
atop the Big West standings with a 
three-and-a-half match lead with four 
matches to play and will face the Titans 
(11-13, 6-6 Big West) for its only contest 
of the week Saturday at 7 p.m. 

LBSU defeated Fullerton in four sets 
on Oct. 8—25-18, 25-20, 21-25, 25-11— 
for its 58th consecutive victory over the

The Titans are led by junior outside 
hitter Kayla Neto, who is third in the 


Big West with 362 kills on .142 hitting. 
Neto averages a conference-best 4.03 
kills-per-set. Senior setter Andrea Ra- 
gen ranks fourth in the-conference with 
945 assists on the season. 

Steady net play has fueled the ‘Nin- 
ers season-high Win streak. Sophomore 
middle blocker Haleigh Hampton and 
freshman outside hitter Alma Serna 
rank first and third in the Big West in 
blocks, compiling 136 and 104 respec- 
tively. 

The Beach boasts the best hitting per- 


centage in the Big West at .242. Paired 
with its effective hitting, the- defense 
has also provided a spark as LBSU has 
allowed the lowest hitting percentage in 
the conference. LBSU has held its op- 
ponents to a dismal .153 clip. 

Hampton and senior outside hitter 
Caitlin Ledoux have been sitting out 
practice this week to preserve their 
bodies for match play.
